It is well known that they 
are in no danger of being killed by the In- 
dians. All not Americans, or Bostons, as 
the Indians call them, not found in arms 
against them are respected, at least they are 
in no danger of being killed by them. 


In conclusion, it only remains for me to 
notice a letter, lest it should create false 
linpressiona and mislead the public, of 1. f. 
Stevens, Governor of Washington Territo- 
ry, dated the 8th of March, 1856, and pub- 
lished ik San Francisco, The Governor, in 
his Tetter of appeal to the citizens of San 
Francisco, would induce’ them to believe 
that there were not to exceed 900 regulars 
in Washington and Oregon, and that there 
were but four companies of reguiars at one 
point in Puget Sound. At the date of his 
letter there. were five companies of regulars | 
actively operating against legs than two 
hundred warriors in arms against the whites, 
and six davs after seven companies, 500 
strong, under the direction of Lieut. Col. 
Casey and Majer Garnett. -At the date of 
his letter, instead of 900, as he asserts, there 
were 1,900 regulars, and at this time 2,000. 
Of the thirty-three companies in the Pacific 
department twenty-seven are operating in 
Oregon and Washington, distributed as fol- 
lows, viz: Nine in Southern Oregon, '700 
strong, actively »perating against certainly 
not to exceed 200 warriors in arms against 
the whites; seven companies as before men- 
tioned, in Puget Sound, with less than 200 
warriors tn arms against them; one com- 
pany at Vancouver and fen companies at the 
Dalles, under the command of Col. George 
Wright, of the 9th infantry. The latter 
will be efficiently and [ trust successfully 
employed against tlhe Indians east of the 
Cascade rance of mountains. as soon as the 
season will permit, that is, as soon as grass 
can be had to support animals—a force am- 
ply sufficient to terminate the war in all 
parts of the two Territories, and afterwards 
to prevent past occurrences, if the volun 
teers could be withdrawn and private war 
prevented; but as tong as Governors of 
Territories make war and exercise powers, 
as J believe, unknown to the President of 
the United States, and individuals raise va- 
lunteers and make war on the Indians 
whenever they please, and Congress will

Every 
car was crowded, containining at least six 
hundred persons. At presentit is impossi- 
ble to estimate the number of killed and 
wounded, or their names. There were not 
les- than 500 persons in the cars which were 
shiver:d to atoms. It must be a low esti- 
mate to say thit 50 were killed and at least 
100 badly wounled. It seems almost mirac 
ulous that so many escaped with their lives.”

The deceased was the eldest daughter of 
James and Fanny Jones, and was born on 
the 14th day of January, 1815, in Fairfax, 
Vermont, from which place she emigrated 
with her pareuts as early as 1830 to Stuck- 
ton, Chautauque Co. New York. Here a 
circle of frienas soon clustered around her, 
but the ensuing spring she was called tu 
leave them, and Without a murmur she ac- 
companied her parents still farther west—to 
Michigan—then almost unknown ; remain- 
ing but a few months in Detroit, they set- 
tied permanently in Aun Arbor, then scarce- 
ly a place save in name, in September, 
1831. 

Here she won the esteem of all by her 
careful attention to the care of ber young 
brothers and sisters, who claimed much of 
her time as they suffered all the horrors of 
acclimation, : 

Her patience never failed her, and when 
death took the idol of her family, little 
Wiifredy how almost heroicly didzshe stifle 
her own grief to assuage that uf her father 
and mother—to soothe that of her sister and 
brothers. 

Ah ! how keenly they felt her loss when 
she was married—which was on the 22nd 
day of September, 1836; and two years 
later, nothing dattnted by her experience in 
pioneer life, she cheerfully accompanied her 
husband to the prairie wilds of lowa. She 
visited Ann Arbor in 1840, the journey then 
requiring four weeks instead of, as now, 
one. 

The Maquoketa Sentinel in speaking of 
her death says : 

“ The-deceased was among the first set- 
tlers of this county, having emigrated from 
the State of Michigan with her busband 
here in the summer of 1838, and hence has 
gone through with all the hardships Inci- 
dent to the settling of a new country ; and 
all who knew her will deeply feel ber loss ; 
but none so much as her husband and chil- 
dren, of which latter she has left seven, who 
will deeply feel the loss of a kind, gentle 
and indulgent mother.” 


No words of eulogy are necessary. She 
has gone—and among the throng in that 
spirit land are brothers, sisters, a kind 
father, and an Infant daughter of three sum- 
mers. ` She has gone—but she lives in the 
hearts of a large circle of friends and 
relatives.
